Prior to the. paisage by Congress of 


what is known M the mining law of 
1833, the miners of the several districts 
made rales and regulations for locating, 
recording and doing assessment work 
on the mines of the respective districts. 
The Congressional law made it obliga- 
tory on all mine-owners to perform a 
certain amount of labor anually each 
claim located but omitted to state when 
the assessment year began. This caus- 
ed dispute* among miners and resulted 
in litigation, when the mines in dispute 
were supposed to be valuable. Some 
held that on claims located prior to the 
passage of the Act 3! 1862, the assess- 
ment year expired on th» 31st day of 
December of each year, and that on 
claims located since the passage of that 
Act, the year expired twelve months 
from the date of their location. The 
law of Congress specified no particular 
time when the claim should be recorded 
or work done. 


Now, all dispntns aa to the time the 


assessment year ends ure settled by an 
amendment to Section 2,824 of the I*.e- 
vised Statutes of tha United States. 
That amendment provides, "That the 
period within which the work required 
to be done annually on all nnpateiited 
mineral claims shall commence on the 
1st day of January succeeding the date 
•of location of such claim, and this sec- 
tion shall apply to all claims located 
since the 10th day of May, A. D. 1872." 
The amendment evidently means that if 
a mining claim is located at ttuy time 
after the 1st of January of ouch year, 
the locators have nntil the 1st of Jan- 
nary following to make the expendi- 
ture on the claim required by the Act 
of 1862. The local Inws of many mining 
districts require a certain amount of 
work to be done on newly located claims 
within thirty or sixty day:, from the
